M. JuLes VERNE, in this chief of his works, has set himself to tell the story of all the most 
stirring adventure of which we have any written record—to give the history, ‘‘from the time of 
Hanno and Herodotus down to that of Livingstone and Stanley,” of those voyages of exploration 
and discovery which are among the most exciting episodes in the history of human enterprise, 
The wonderful journey of Marco Polo; the voyages of Columbus and Vasco da Gama; the con- 
quests of Cortez and Pizarro; the old Arctic discoveries ; the explorations of the Jesuit mission- 
aries in North America—these exploits form a worthy subject for the most ambitious work of 
such a writer ; and when he brings to the treatment of such material all the dash and vivid pictu- 
resqueness of his own creations, it may be imagined that he makes a book worth reading. 

The whole work is to include three divisions, each in one volume complete in itself, of which 
the first, Famous Travels and Travellers,now appears.

NOTES IN SEASON. 


Henry Hout & Co. are printing a second 
edition of Champlin’s ‘‘ Young Folk’s Cyclo- 
paedia of Common Things,” a book which seems 
to be meeting with the success it deserves. 
They will have ready next week Mr. Wm. F. 
Apthorp’s translation of selected passages from 
the writings of the musician “ Hector Berlioz,’ 
in the Amateur Series ; and the book of Victor 
Rydberg on ‘‘ The Magic of the Middle Ages,” 
a philosophical study, yet popularly interesting, 
of the so-called magic and latter-day miracles 
of that credulous age. 


A. C. ARMSTRONG & SON have ready this 
week a new edition of May’s standard ‘‘ Con- 
stitutional History of England,” with the sup- 
plementary chapter covering 1860-71, a work 
which should be in every library and whose re- 
issue will call attention to the author’s recent 
work on “ Democracy in Europe ;” also the one 
volume Macaulay’s Historical and Critical 
Essays, the authorized Longman edition. We 
are glad to note that Mr. Stoddard has com- 
pleted his new memoir of Dr. Doran, and the 
supplementary chapter for the ‘* Annals of the 


Stage,” and that this new edition will presently 
be ready. 





D. AppLeton & Co. have just ready an ex- 
position of the “Shorter Epistles” of Paul,

“A Manual of Power, for Machines, Shafts, 
and Belts,” by Samuel Webber, who also gives 
a history of the cotton manufacture in the 
United States ; ‘* Yellow Fever a Nautical Dis- 
«ase; its Origin and Prevention,” by John 
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Gamgee, who considers the extinction of that 
dreadful disease on the Atlantic coast a pos- 
sibility; and Leigh Hunt's ‘‘ Table-Talk,” in 
the New Handy-Volume Series. 

CHas> SCRIBNER’S Sons have ready this week 
“Famous Travels and Travellers,” by Jules 
Verne, the first of his three volume history of 
‘* The Exploration of the World,” of which the 
two others, on the great travels respectively of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, will 
follow in succeeding years. This covers travel 
from its earliest record to the death of La Salle, 
at the close of the seventeenth century. It is 
a brilliantly bound book, similar in size to the 
earlier Verne books, and as profusely illustra- 
ted. Withit comes the final volume of Lange’s 
Commentary (except fora volume on the Apoc- 
ryphal Books, in preparation by an American 
scholar), completing the great enterprise under- 
taken by this house fifteen years ago. This 
covers Numbers and Deuteronomy, translated 
by Rev. Drs. Gosman and Lowrie. A one vol- 
ume edition of H. A. Page’s interesting memoir 
of Thomas De Quincey is also ready. 


HovucutTon, Oscoop & Co. will publish next 
week Miss Phelps’ new book, ‘‘ Sealed Orders 
and other Stories,” which will be in great de- 
mand, partly because the stories themselves 
are among the best short stories recently 
published in this country, and partly because 
Miss Phelps wrote them, and since “ The Gates 
Ajar” appeared her name has been one for pub- 
lishers and. booksellers—and readers, too—to 
cherish. At the same time will be published 
the first two volumes in the new illustrated 
edition of Mr. Sweetser’s excellent ‘‘ Artist 
Biographies.” The first volume will contain 
the lives of Raphael, Leonardo da Vinci, and 
Michael Angelo; the second, Titian, Guido 
Reni,and Claude Lorraine. Each volume will 
have fine portraits of the three artists treated, 
and excellent heliotypes of three masterpieces 
by each artist. The series will be doubly val- 
uable and winning in this edition.

A. Hopkins has carefully garnered, and which 
many will be grateful to have rescued from 
newspaper oblivion; and “On Board the 
Rocket,” the story of an East India voyage, by 
Capt. Robert C. Adams, son of the late Rev. 
Dr. Nehemiah Adams.

BOOK-MAKING AND, OPTICAL 
SCIENCE. 
WE reprint elsewhere, from the Va/ion, a dis- 


cussion ona point of school-book publishing 
which should certainly command the attention 





of educational publishers. The letter has called 


out other letters in the Vation of this week, one 
of which suggests manila paper as satisfactory 
material for school-books, a material already 
applied with success in the making of library 
catalogues, and which will doubtless find. its 
way into school-book use. A second elaborates 
in an interesting manner a proposed change 
discussed at a meeting of the Social Science 
Association some years ago, and here and there 
by others, viz., the substitution of black paper 
with white print in place of white paper with 
black print. Some of the scientific reasons ad- 
vanced (as the paradox that we see the letters 
by not seeing the space which they blacken) in 
behalf of this startling innovation are probably 
no more than theoretical considerations, as the 
Nation shows, but it is undoubtedly a fact that 
the reflection of a white paper highly finished és 
injurious to weakened eyes—and a large propor- 
tion of the eyes of students ave weakened—and 
that black paper, or better,a paper that absorbs 
most but not all of the light and is of a neutral 
dark color, printed in white ink, may be more 
legible and safe, provided the average eye be- 
came accustomed to what as a novelty is harsh 
and objectionable. ‘“ Heredity” would certain- 
ly be against it, and the fact that, for many 
reasons, white paper will be used for most books, 
will always militate against the adoption of the 
reform suggested, if indeed it be areform. To 
the eye, custom is much, and change is bad. Of 
course, under present conditions, the expense 
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would be considerably increased, but an actual] 
demand for black paper and for white ink would 
probably lead to cheaper supply. At present 
the question is, to publishers, a question chiefly 
of theoretical interest, but it is not impossible 
that it may become of sufficient practical im- 
portance, in the public opinion of educators, to 
warrant an experiment. Meanwhile, it is both 
the duty and the interest of publishers who 
supply the materials of education, at least to 
keep themselves intelligently informed of scj- 
entific discussions that can lead to improve. 
ments in educational book-making. 


It is very remarkable, and altogether unusual 
in the history of such institutions, that the first 
assessment of the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Association has now been paid dy every member, 
and the fund for the next death is already in the 
treasury. This makes the best possible show. 
ing for the prosperity of the society, and all 
that is needed now is the enrollment of suffi- 
cient good lives to bring the total death pay- 
ment up to $500 or $1000. We urge upon prin- 
cipals the desirability of acquainting their 
clerks with the benefits of the organization, the 
points in which are again given elsewhere. 





Tue Treasury circular as to the collection 
of duties on importations through the mails, 
printed in our last issue, and the similar Post- 
Office regulation printed in this, seem to pro- 
vide a solution of this difficult problem which 
is unjust neither to the public nor to the trade. 
There seems to be no reason why it should not 
be effective, and it is extraordinary that so 
simple an expedient should not have been sug- 
gested before.

RECENT POST-OFFICE DECISIONS 
AFFECTING PUBLISHERS. 


(From Post-Office Gazette (October, 1879). 


6. SECOND, third, and fourth-class matter may | 
be carried outside of the mails ; but if the same | 


shall subsequently be placed ina post-office for 
delivery, postage at regular rates must be 
charged and collected thereon. 


7. The provisions of sections 291-294, govern- | 


ing the withdrawal of letters after having been 


deposited in a post-office, and before having | 


been despatched in the mails, may be applied 
also to other classes of mail matter. 
applying to withdraw matter, no allowance can 
be made for postage stamps cancelled prior to 
the application. 

12. Handbills, posters, special advertise- 
ments, etc., cannot be considered as “ supple- 
ments” as defined in section 206, P. L. & R., 
ed. 1879. Newspapers containing any such 
matter, arriving at an office of delivery without 
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proof of death, will be paid to the legal representa- |

15. Shipping directions added in writing to 
an unreceipted, partly printed and partly writ- 
ten, bill of merchandise, are not held as being 
matter in the nature of a personal correspond- 
ence, and do not subject such bill to any 
higher rate of postage than for third-class 
matter. 

16. Sealed packages, or packages so put up 
that their contents cannot be ascertained, are 
subject to letter postage. 

18. When anything whatever is attached toa 
postal card, it is thereby rendered unmailable 
as a postal card, and can only be sent in the 
mails as first-class matter. 

1g. A publication claiming an office of publi- 
' cation in one place cannot be mailed at a post- 
office in another place at the pound rates, ex- 
cept it has been entered at the post-office near- 
est its claimed place of publication, as required 
by section 199, P. L. & R., ed. 1879. 

21. When newsdealers desire to mail to sub- 
scribers certain publications known to be sec- 
ond-class mail matter, at the pound rates, they 
must be caused to comply with section 200, 
P. L. & R., ed. 1879. 

25. Reproductions from originals produced 
by the electric pen, papyrograph, metalograph, 
and cheirograph processes are entitled to pass 
in the mails in unsealed envelopes as third-class 
matter. Blanks made by these processes, filled 
| out in writing, are also entitled to pass in the 

mails at third-class rates, the same as “ printed 
commercial papers filled out in writing.” 
26. When a publication has been entered at 
the post-office nearest its c/aimed office of publi- 
cation, as directed in section 199, P. L. & R., 
ed. 1879, for second-class matter, and the fact 
| is printed in its columns in some conspicuous 
place, such publication is entitled to be mailed 
at the pound rates at any post-office ; but it is 
not entitled to free transmission except in the 
county where the same ‘‘is printed in whole or 
in part and published.” 

36. All matter wholly in writing, except as 
provided for manuscript copy accompanied by 
| proof-sheets and corrected proof-sheets in sec- 

tion 215, P. L. & R., ed. 1879, can only be 
transmitted in the mails as first-class matter ; 
_ that it may be enclosed in unsealed envelopes 
will make no difference in the rate of postage. 

37. There is nothing in the postal law to pro- 
hibit manuscript intended to be printed in any 
form from being carried otherwise than in the 
mails. 

40. Although the Department does not recog- 
nize ‘‘ editions” of a paper as constituting dis- 
tinct publications of the paper, yet a paper may 
be printed in editions, and the later editions 
may contain matter, both in news and adver- 
tisements, in addition to, or in substitution of, 
other matter in former editions ; but such edi- 
tions are only entitled to second-class rates 
when the matter is for general circulation among 
| subscribers, and is not specially set apart in the 
interest of an advertiser. The words “ printed 
name and address of the publisher or sender of 
the same,” as used in section 231, do not au- 
thorize the printing of the name of one pub- 
lisher or sender on a portion of one issue of a 
paper, and another name of publisher of sender 
on another portion of the same issue. If this 
is done it excludes the whole issue from pound 
rates. Pound rates cannot be used for the pur- 














pose of circulating special advertisements, and 
indicating the advertiser as the sender. 

', 44. Matter coming in the mails from Canada 
should be delivered free of any additional 
charge, on the ground that it has been prepaid 
in full at the Canadian domestic rates, as re- 
quired by the Postal Convention. 

48. Section 1132 has been modified by insert- 
ing at the close of its fourth paragraph on page 
281 the following: “ But books received from 
countries or colonies of the Universal Postal 
Union, which are found to be dutiable, shall, 
when addressed to post-offices other than the 
exchange office of receipt, be promptly trans- 
mitted by mail to the addressees charged with 
the amounts of custom duties levied thereon, 
respectively, which amounts postmasters at the 
Offices of destination will collect of the address- 
ees on their delivery, and remit by first mail 
thereafter, under registration, to the collector of 
the customs of the district in which the exchange 
post-office of receipt is situated ; and in case 
of the refusal or neglect of addressees of 
such dutiable books to apply for them at the 
post-office of destination within a period of 
thirty days from the date of their receipt at said 
office, and pay the customs duties and any pos- 
age charges levied thereon, the postmaster of 
said office will specially return the same to the 
collector of the customs of the aforementioned 
district. Postmasters are instructed to collect 
the customs duties on such books forwarded to 
their offices for delivering to addressees, and. 
promptly remit the sums so collected by them 
to collectors of the customs in registered let- 
ters, using penalty envelopes and omitting the 
registration fee as for all other official matter, 
under section 812; but the postal revenues are 
not in any manner to be credited or charged 
with such duties.” 

49. A paper printed in the form of the news- 
paper to which it purports to be a supplement 
will be accepted as such if it contains only 
literary matter usual to newspapers; but if it 
contains advertisements, then in order to deter- 
mine that the added sheet is not simply a hand- 
bill or poster, as referred to in section 208, 
P. L. & R., ed. 1879, there must be contained 
therein some distinct announcement of the 
paper which it accompanies, and the said paper 
which it purports to supplement mustalso con- 
tain a distinct allusion that a supplement has 
been added to this issue of that date which it 
must in some satisfactory manner identify. 





GLARING WHITE PAPER. 


THE following should be interesting to our 
readers : 

To the Editor of the Nation: 

Six : The discussions held on education dur- 
ing the present session of the Congress of So- 
cial Science move me to offer, through the 
Nation, a contribution to the general thought on 
one branch of this large subject. I believe that 
the eyesight of children and youth in school is 
injured by the intense whiteness and the high 
finish of the paper used in the manufacture of 
many of our school-books. The contrast is too 
great between the clear white of the paper and 
the blackness of the letters. The impression 
on the eye is not comforting, but harsh. The 
eye in its search is more than adequately met : 
it is assailed. And this suffering is aggravated 
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often by a band of reflected light Striking the 
eye from some part of the curved page held jp 
the hand or lying before the reader. Our very 
virtues are working us mischief here. We wish 
the best of everything for our schools; and 
‘* what is better in a school-book than its beauty 
and high finish, provided the contents be aj] 
right?” we unthinkingly ask. Two things, we 
reply—a natural tone to the paper, and a free. 
dom from all gloss in the finish. A school. 
book in a pupil’s hand isaresult towards which 
many have made their contribution, and all the 
partners in this result need instruction. Per. 
haps publishers need it least of all, for in many 
cases they would make the book right were it 
not for the author’s prejudices in favor of what 
is fine. The members of school-committees 
can hardly be expected to study more than the 
matter of a school-book and its most obvious 
attractions ; and teachers often forget that a 
school-book should more than please—should 
act kindly on the pupil’s eyes week after week 
and month after month.

| We agree entirely with our correspondent in 
respect to the disagreeable nature of the im- 
pression produced on the eye by the highly- 
finished (calendered) paper which is just now in 
fashion. His strictures might have been ex. 
tended to the gloss upon writing-paper. For 
all practical purposes what is called a “* machine 
finish” (2°@ull surface) is greatly preferable. In 
respect to Mnting, we would remark that a very 
light buff has been found, both by medical and by 
non-medical observers, to be the most grateful 
for the eyeto rest upon. The notion of white- 
ness is one which requires to be analyzed. A 
natural paper, with no coloring-matter, is apt 
to have a shade of buff, and frequently satisfies 
the most sensitive and critical eye. Snellen’s 
test-types appear to be printed on natural paper 
(we are not sure of the fact); and the sheet ap- 
pears distinctly buff when held by the side of an 
ordinary newspaper. The latter, however, and 
a great deal of book-paper and writing-paper, 
are colored with indigo for the purpose of 
20nveying the impression of perfect whiteness. 
The eye may feel the effect as “harsh,” and 
the taste may be offended, but upon theoreti- 
cal grounds it is hardly justifiable to condemn 
the addition of a bluish tint.—Ep. Nation. ]

1,009,412.43, showing an increase of $729,761- 
69, which came from profits. Records show 
that the New York Concern has paid for ob- 
jects outside of its own business since 1836 the

total profits have been $2,850,655.04 in forty- 
two years, or an average of $67,872.72 per 
year.

| throw the blame on the Custom House officers, 
| whose duty it is to stop the importation of un- 
authorized works. This duty, says the A//enc- 
um, appears to be discharged with unpardon- 
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able laxity, and the aggrieved authors and 
publishers will probably have to make further 
appeal for redress. A similar complaint might 
be made here. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Bookseller, 
writing of underselling, says: “It is of course 
out of the question that any sudden change can 
be made, but I think steps might gradually be 
taken in this way: Let two or three of the 
leading publishers select some books from their 
lists (they must be books that sell), and upon 
these let them allow only a small trade dis- 
count, say ten per cent, or even less. Book- 
sellers would be obliged to sell these at pub- 
lished prices, and in course of time the public 
would understand that upon some books, at 
least, no discount was obtainable. The fact 
once recognized, it would remain with the 
booksellers to take advantage of it. The 
known fact with regard to some books might 
be urged as a valid reason for refusing discount 
on others. It would create an element of un- 
certainty about the price of books, and prepare 
the way in many instances for a return to full 
prices.”

of iron under Iron (not under Metals),—placing under Zoology, Botany, and Metals only the T 
works that discuss those subjects generally. Similarly, lives, instead of being gathered together 

under Biography, will be entered under the name of the person whose life is written; histories, 

travels, under place or country described ; the arts, the sciences, amusements, branches of in- Ss 
dustry, under their individual names, reserving the collective headings for general treatises or 

collective works. These subjects will be arranged alphabetically, so that one consulting the A 
Catalogue need not be in doubt under what heading to look or in what part of the Catalogue it 
is to be found, but can turn at once in its alphabetical order to the subject he has in mind, where 
will be found a list of all books upon that subject, yet (from this specific arrangement) not too 
long for easy consultation.

To all who have the 
handling of many books it will serve as an index to the current works in the various fields ot 
science and thought. 


The compilation and printing of the second volume, it is thought, can be completed within 
a year, so that the complete work may be in the hands of subscribers by the fall of 1880.
